Colonel Tots* Biliment bal is among the 
lieut known mid most popular salesmen 
who eyer went out from the city, and 
the following letter written by him a 
few days ago iii the city of Mexico, will 
be eagerly read. The colonel is a Demo* 
erat, but has no sympathy with the 
Populists ideas injected into the Chi­ 
cago platform. The letter follows : 
•’Mexico is prosperous, but the pros­ 
perity is due to the foreigners who have 
taken business from the hands of the 
natives, rather than to the silver stand­ 
ard of which you hear so much in the 
Stab's. 
It is a well governed country, 
another reason 
for 
its 
prosperity. 
General Diaz, recently elected pr»*si- 
dent for the fifth time, is a human 
dynamo, and injects his strong individu­ 
ality and progressive ideas into all parts 
of the republic. The government subsi­ 
dize railroads, and has built telegraph 
lines info the most remote parts of th** 
country, and with the aid of thew 
powerful agencies the government can 
quickly quell revolutionary uprisings by 
(Amoontrating troojis at a given point in 
a short time. 
Mexico has enjoyed peace for at) 
years, and t housands of good people have 
come from other couutriia. 
’Tis singu­ 
lar how the different nationalities have 
appropriated the different lines of busi­ 
ness. The dry goods trade is controlled 
by the French, Germany has the hard­ 
ware 
stores, Spaniards are always 
grocers or pawn brokers, and Americans 
and Englishmen control the mines and 
railroads. 
“Of course you want to know about 
silver, and the effect it has on business. 
Wages 
are 
all 
paid 
in 
Mexican 
money, worth at present 51 
cents 
for the dollar. 
A company whose lines 
represent a third of the railroad milage 
of th(> Republic pay engineers from $150 
to $350 a month ; firemen $75, brakemen 
from $85 to $75, switchmen $1.50 per 
day, carpet!te n $8.50, section foremen 
$1. section men 50 to 75 cents. 
Day la­ 
borers in the capital get from 87>* to 
H7Ji, cents, and in the interior cities 15 
to 10 cents. 
Lalsirers iii factories are 
paid 
cents to $1, and skilled labor­ 
ers from $1.50 to $2.50. This is all in 
Mexican money. Now see what they 
pay for some things we know about. 
“ You in East Liverpool will be sur 
prised to learn that six inch white gran­ 
ite plain plates retail for $8.25 a dozen, 
and seven inch plates can not be bought 
for less than $4. Cups and saucers are 
often sold separately, but take for iii 
stance a size like St. Dennis teas. They 
sell for $4.£0 to $5 a dozeii together, 
cui>s and saueer*. 
In the glass line the 
price is also high. Tumblers which can 
ordinarily be bought for 18 cents a 
dozen are sold here for 18 cents a piece 
and goblets, the factory price of which 
in the States is 80 cents a dozen, come 
at $21.50 to $4. A real good tankard 
one-half gallon pitcher such as the Spe­ 
cialty tunis out to the trade for $2.75 a 
dozen, sells for $2.75 each in this free 
silver country. 
I sell hanging lamps, 
and have a style very popular here 
which 
sells iu 
the United 
States 
for 
$8. 
It is 
never displayed in 
a shop window in Mexico without a 
card bearing the mark $18. A little 
night lamp which only brings $2 a 
dozen beyond the Rio Grande is always 
sold hen1 for $2 a lamp, and a small 
glass lamp worth iii your market no 
more than a quarter brings $1 to $1.25 
in this land. 
Happening to see in a res­ 
idence a lamp I had sold a dealer for 88 
(Mints, I asked what it cost, aud almost 
dropped dead when they told me $8. 
“There is abject poverty on every 
hand, and there are beggars galore. 
One sees them everywhere, and they are 
the most persistent of people. There 
are thousands of the lower classes who 
tonight will make their bed upon the 
bare, bard flours, aud slumber in peace­ 
ful ignorance of the luxury of quilt or 
cover. Their miserable homes am in-

This is one of the advant­ 
ages of living 7,000 f«*et above the st a 
level in the torrid soup. 
"The internal N y en ne stamp is the 
nuisance of the cop atry, and an expen- 
sive one it is, too. Every invoice valued 
at more than 50 cents must lie stamped. 
There is a fixed price to $$0.20—thrix' 
cents in stamps for every’ $5. 
When yon 
send a telegram you must put a stamp 
on the blank, and when you send a pack­ 
age bv express you must have a stamp 
on the receipt. 
Your hotel bill must la 
stamped as soon as paid, and if you open 
a set of I looks you must send for u gov 
eminent officer. 
He will look over th* 
liooks, and for a stipulated sum will 
give .you a stamp for every page 
Every bank check, 
note and con 
tract is stamped according to law. Tin 
other day I saw the charter of a mining 
company, and, accustomed as I am to 
the system, I wus surprised beyond 
measure to find it dreamed with $700 
iii stamps. 
A gentleman told me soon 
afterward be paid over $500 iii stain]* 
for a deed of some land. Bicycle riders 
ore taxi'd 50 cents a month, and then' 
an* 1,000 of them in the city. 
“ Men embrare or pat each other on 
the shoulder when they meet, and I 
have | Missed through the operation when 
the other fellow looked foolish. The 
Didies kiss each other on the cheek, and 
thus avoid the exchange of microbes. 
“ Them is music everywhere. The 
government has military tiands playing 
in some part of the city almost all the 
time, and the organ grinder is here in 
countless numlierN, and I hear they are 
also snlieidized. To this day they grind 
out ‘After the Ball.’ 
“ Hum it up. This is what Mexico 
needs: 
Fifty million 
Anglo-Haxous. 
There is wealth enough in these mount­ 
ains to supply the w’orld. The coast is 
hot and unhealthy, aud for IOO miles 
south of the Rio Grand*' it is hot, but 
the interior has ail ideal climate, and 
as near perfection as could bi* desir**d. 
There is gold, silver and lead iii the 
mountains, aud coffee, sugar, wheat and 
oranges iii the low country. 
Dye woods- 
onyx, rubber and us good timber as eau 
be found iii the world are hem in unde­ 
veloped abundance. 
It only insds the 
magic wand of Anglo-Saxon enterprise 
to found here a nation whom' power and 
wealth w’ould be great. 
Them are two potteries in Mexico 
making table warn.

hem, aud local orders keep them in ton* 
stant operation. They were behind iii 
their orders, the manager suid, when I 
culled. 
If some of the bright young 
potters I know’ in East Liverpool would 
come this way, and erect a JO kiln plant 
for the manufacture of white granite 
they would speedily get rich despite the 
fact that only one-third of the population 
can afford to use that grade of wure. 
“ And now for a final touch on th*' 
financial question. 
A silver standard 
might, because of conditions, do very 
well for Mexico, but it would mean sor­ 
row iii the United Htates. 
For our fair 
land of Columbia, it seems to my hum­ 
ble mind, it w’ould mean repudiation 
aud misery, and as then; is a doubt 
about preserving the national honor on 
a free coinage basis, I would, wire I 
in the United Htates most certainly sup­ 
port the gold standard." 
Colonel Blumeuthal has been in Mix 
ico for almost a year, and is iii a position 
to discuss the question intelligently.
